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Educational Reforms and Changes since 1890. 
(Concluded.) 


MANUAL TRAINING. 


By manual training is generally understood the systematic 
study and use of common tools, common materials, and the con- 
struction of mostly simple and useful articles. Hence, the object 
of a manual training course is to furnish those who look forward 
to industrial life opportunity to become familiar with tools, mate- 
rials, and methods of construction. It is also a sort of prevoca- 
tional course, in which one may discern his inborn capacities and 
aptitudes. — In all ages, from the time of Tubal Cain down to the 
present, men have recognized the value of skill in the use of tools. 

The first manual training school was established in Germany 
in 1868, and from here it was soon introduced into the United 
States and other countries. But it did not at first meet with general 
favor. Many arguments, pro and con, are found in the Reports of 
the U.S. Commissioners of Education. 

By 1904 every large city in our country had at least one manual 
training high school, the course offered being optional. Now all 
our high schools offer a course in manual training, and frequently 
arrangements are made by which seventh- and eighth-grade pupils 
are given one lesson a week, while the advanced grades devote more 
time to the subject. 

The importance of training competent teachers for giving this 
course has always been recognized, and provisions have been made 
for this by every university. In this particular, Washington Uni- 
versity of St. Louis, Mo., is at present leading. 


Dr. Marta Monressort. 

Dr. Montessori, an Italian woman, holding a degree of doctor 
of medicine, established first a school for feeble-minded children, 
and later the so-called Montessori School, the first of which (Case 
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dei Bambini) was established 1907 in Rome. It was a sort of 
junior kindergarten, in which seemingly many of Froebel’s ideas 
were put into practise. In 1911 Dr. Montessori applied her methods 
of instruction to somewhat older children with the same marked 
success. Her work attracted wide attention not only among pro- 
fessional educators, but also among laymen. To some education- 
alists it is the greatest advance since Froebel, but by others it is 
regarded as a re-statement of the Rousseau-Pestalozzi-Froebel group 
with some additions of minor importance. 

Montessori’s experiments with children from the slum districts 
of Rome was equally successful. Only a few general statements 
of the Montessori Method can be given in the narrow province 
of this paper. Her principle is “auto-education.” She places edu- 
cational matter within the reach of her pupils, but its use is de- 
termined by the pupil’s volition. Her pupils surely enjoy a max- 
imum of liberty and a minimum of restraint. Dr. Montessori has 
invented a so-called “didactic apparatus,” a collection of blocks and 
boards, by means of which all the senses may be trained except taste 
and smell. She has neither regular classes nor regular lessons. 
Reading is being taught, to say the least, in a most peculiar way. 
The pupils learn to recognize the symbols by the use of sand-paper 
letters on cardboard. After having mastered shape and contour of 
a letter, the pupils are led to utter the sound it represents. Some 
years of observation of the results of this system must yet elapse, 
before the true estimate can be determined. 


JuNnion HigH SCHOOL. 


One of the most significant movements in recent educational 
progress is the establishment of the “Junior High School.” It is 
sometimes denominated “Intermediate School,” both terms being 
practically synonymous. By it we understand a unit of the school 
system composed of the last two grammar grades and the first year 
of the high school proper, that is, the seventh, eighth, and ninth 
grades. — The Junior High School is a recent product. The first 
of its kind seems to have been established in 1907, whilst most of 
them can date their existence back only a few years. The exper- 
iment with the Junior High Schools has proven satisfactory, and 
those who are most closely associated with them are exceedingly 
anxious to see the system more completely organized and extended. 
— During the last decade, the leading educators of the country have 
discussed the “six-three-three” plan, and have urged the reorganiza- 
tion of school systems to conform to it. Such associations as the 
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N. E. A. (National Education Association) have had committees in- 
vestigate it, and these have without exception reported favorably. 
At a recent meeting of prominent educators it was resolved: “That 
we note with approval the increasing tendency to establish, be- 
ginning with the seventh grade, differentiated courses of study 
aimed more effectively to prepare the child for his probable future 
activities.” 

The general plan is that ail teaching in the Junior High 
School shall be broad, non-technical, adapted alike to those who 
leave school at the completion of the ninth grade, and also to those 
who expect to complete the senior high school course. A consider- 
able amount of industrial work is generally offered in the junior 
high school course. This is not done with a view to reach a high 
stage of proficiency in any one line, but rather to enable a pupil 
to discover in what line his talents lie, making the junior high at 
the same time a prevocational school. The course frequently in- 
cludes carpentry, painting, electricity, wood-working, etc., for boys 
and home economics for girls, while commercial branches are offered 
for both sexes. 

THE KINDERGARTEN. 


The kindergarten is a form of education for children too young 
to enter the regular school. The principles and methods of the 
kindergarten were worked out by Friedrich Froebel, who died 1852 
at Marienthal, Thuringia. He held that the education of a child 
begins with its birth and should be threefold, addressing the mental, 
spiritual, and physical natures. Under favorable circumstances the 
child from five to six years of age learns in a kindergarten some 
facts about form, color, size, weight, measure, and general re- 
lationship. Games, music, and story-telling also enter largely into 
the work. 

Froebel established his first kindergarten in 1840, but it was 
more than thirty years later that the first school of this kind was 
established in New York City. Miss Boelte, who had been studying 
three years with Froebel’s widow, and had won for herself a high 
reputation in Germany as one of the chief exponents of the Froebel 
method, was invited to come to New York City, where she estab- 
lished successfully, in 1872, the first kindergarten. 

The kindergarten movement spread rather slowly at first, but 
since 1890 it has become universal, and to-day there may not be 
a city in the United States of any considerable size that does not 
maintain a kindergarten in connection with its public schools. 
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It is essential to a successful operation of the kindergarten that 
only specially qualified teachers are placed in charge of them, other- 
wise they relapse into mere play-schools, or become too closely con- 
formed to the primary grade. 


Tue NorMAL SCHOOL. 


The first ‘successful Normal School seems to have been founded 
by La Salle in 1685 at Rheims, France. In Germany the first at- 
tempt to provide professional training for teachers is attributed to 
Hermann August Francke, who in 1704 founded a Normal School, 
or Teachers’ Seminary, at Halle in connection with the institution 
which still bears his name. The first public school in this country 
was founded in Massachusetts, in 1839. It was the result of the 
combined efforts of several men, in particular of Charles Brooks, 
who visited German Normal Schools in 1834, and disseminated the 
ideas he had gained during the next years, and Horace Mann, who, 
as secretary of the Board of Education, did more than any other 
person to develop the normal idea and to make it effective. 

Though the begining of the Normal School dates back more 
than a half century, their principal development has taken place 
within the last quarter century. The course of study in the early 
Normal Schools embraced the common school branches, and pos- 
sibly a little algebra, geometry, general history, the art of teaching, 
and practise-teaching in a model school. Now every State can boast 
of several of these institutions of the highest type. In 1913 there 

were in the United States 230 public and 54 (this includes River 
Forest and Seward) private Normal Schools, with an enrolment of 
approximately 95,000 students. 

The standards of the Normal Schools vary, but have generally 
been considerably raised in recent years. Many Normal Schools 
now also-offer a special course for the training of kindergarten 
teachers. 


NorMAL-TRAINING HigH ScHOOL. 


Recently a new type of training for elementary public school 
teachers has developed in Normal-training High Schools. The idea 
is spreading rapidly, and promises to be successful in so far that 
it increases the available teaching force for rural schools. Since 
1907 this system is also found in Nebraska. It aims in particular 
to train teachers for country schools in a course of one year, the 
last of a four-year high school course. It consists of a review of 
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the common-school branches, with a smattering of psychology, of 
‘school management, and of practise in teaching. In 1913 there 
were in the United States approximately 1,000 public and 300 pri- 
vate high schools offering this course. 


Norma 

Normal College is a name that has been given to certain in- 
stitutions which require a full high school course for admission. 
These schools offer a more extended professional course than ordi- 
nary Normal Schools. They undertake the preparation of teachers 
for secondary schools, and are privileged to grant pedagogical 
degrees. H. B. FeHner. 


Lutheran Tunes for Lutheran Congregational 
Singing. 


Our Lutheran Church is preeminently the Singing Church of 
Evangelical Christendom. No other Church can rival her in the 
rich, soulful music in which she sings her immortal hymns. Count- 
less other songs and melodies have been composed in their day, de- 
lighted their audience for a short while, and then passed into 
hopeless oblivion. Our majestic Lutheran chorals, however, have 
survived the wrecks of time, and are still to-day the delight of all 
true lovers of sacred music, irrespective of creed or language. 

“The Lutheran Church,” says Dr. Schaff,.the noted Reformed 
theologian, “draws the fine arts into the service of religion, and 
has produced a body of hymns and chorals which in richness, 
power, and unction surpass the hymnology of all other Churches 
in the world.” The late Alexander Guilmant, a Frenchman and 
devout Catholic, the unrivaled master of the organ in his day, de- 
clared that the Lutheran chorals are the most heart-stirring and 
inspiring tunes in the whole realm of sacred music. And the noted 
Episcopal choirmaster and organist of St. Louis, Mr. Charles Gallo- 
way, prizes the edification he receives when serving at one of our 
church-concerts and hearing our congregations singing our Lutheran 
hymns more highly than his stipulated fee. 

Now, what is it that gives to our Lutheran chorals or church 
_tunes their imperishable charm? Knowing their history as we do, 
we must say that it is the spirit of heroic faith, singing in every 
note its profound adoration of the merciful and omnipotent God 
that makes these old Lutheran chorals so universally and solemnly 
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impressive in their character. They are alive with pure and holy 
devotion. They thrill the very depth of the Christian heart because 
they are born from the deepest and holiest passion of their inspired 
singers. With few exceptions, they were composed in the heroic 
days of the Reformation and the Thirty Years’ War, days that called 
for heroic courage to believe and confess the truth as it is in Jesus; 
days that dentanded heroic submission to the inscrutable ways of 
our God and Redeemer. The same spirit of sublime, God-given 
heroism that inspired the texts of our immortal hymns also in- 
spired their heart-stirring tunes. Hence the tunes are an integral 
part of our hymns. Deprive our hymns of their historic musical 
setting, sing them to a newer, modern tune, and you have deprived 
the rose of the fragrance she alone possesses, you have robbed the 
nightingale of her most rapturous note. You may then have a sorry 
hybrid of a poem and some sort of tune, but nevermore the original, 
forceful, edifying, compact hymn! For in our Lutheran hymns the 
text and the tune are welded as inseparably together as body and 
soul in man. The reason is that one and the same spirit of holy 
devotion gave birth to the texts as well as the chorals, or tunes, of 
our Lutheran hymnology. 

Broadly speaking, then, our Lutheran chorals are preeminently 
devotional in character. 

It is different with the hymns and tunes of the eighteenth 
century. That was the time of decaying orthodoxy, and it wit- 
nessed the rise of Pietism in Germany and of Methodism in En- 
gland. Speaking of English tunes in particular, it is a well-known 
fact that the Reformed Churches of Great Britain at first possessed 
no chorals of their own. Some of them (e. g.; the Episcopal 
Church) originally borrowed their sacred tunes and even many 
hymns from the Lutheran Church of Germany. Others (e. g., the 
Presbyterians) contented themselves with chanting the Psalms of 
the Bible. They declared all “man-made” tunes and hymns to be 
inventions of the devil. When, however, Methodism swept over the 
British Islands, it produced the two greatest hymn-writers of the- 
English-speaking world, Isaac Watts (1674—1748) and Charles 
Wesley (1708—1788). They were followed by other hymn-writers, 
both in England and America, whose songs have been set to original 
tunes. But what is their character? Like the emotional spirit that 
fostered them, they are, with a few classical exceptions, shallow, in- 
sipid, and lacking in that deep reverence of feeling, that solemn 
harmony of tone which characterizes our old Lutheran chorals. 

It is true, they call themselves Gospel-hymns, but upon closer 
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inspection you will find that very many of them contain very little 
Gospel and much less of true choral music. Many of.them are un- 
evangelical in text, urging and exhorting the sinner to consecrate 
himself to God by his own powers. Others are so silly and meaning- 
less that sincere Christians in these churches, among them President 
Woodrow Wilson, have publicly protested against their further use. 
In their musical setting, particularly, these sensational Gospel- 
hymns are but little removed from the degenerate and discordant 
“rag-time” tunes with which the Salvation Army fills the streets 
of our large cities at night. How much these decadent church- 
tunes of a more recent date have served to vitiate the popular taste 
for sacred music needs no further comment. ”* 

But there is another class of popular church-tunes to ere 
we wish to call attention here. We mean the sentimental art-songs 
of the nineteenth century that have succeeded in creeping into the 
hymnology of the Church at large, via the Christless opera. Writers 
of text-books on the standard operas of our day point with no little 
pride to the fact that so many airs of the operatic stage have become 
favorite tunes in the Church. We sincerely deplore this fact. Pleas- 
ing, captivating as these airs may be, we hold that they have no 
birthright in the Church of Christ. They were never intended by 
their composers for the sanctuary of God. Many of them are so 
sentimental, even sensuous, in their character, that they ought to 
be forever banished from the chaste lips of the singing Bride of 
Christ. We hold with Dr. Frank Damrosch of New York, who de- 
clared: “I do not want an operatic melody when I enter church.” 

Now, if all that has been said above concerning church-music 
is true, as it is, we believe the slogan: “Lutheran Tunes for Lu- 
theran Congregational Singing!” to be of insisting force for every 
loyal Lutheran. We were very much surprised, therefore, at a criti- 
cism that recently appeared on a newly published Lutheran Hym- 
nary (hymn-book with tunes), and which held the book to be im- 
possible for the English Lutheran Church at large because, forsooth, 
one-third of the hymns were translations and half of the tunes Ger- 
man and Norwegian chorals. We cannot see why the great number 
of original Lutheran hymns and chorals should prove a drawback 
to the general usage of the hymnal in question. We for one want 
to register our unqualified approval of the taking of these chorals 
into that Lutheran Hymnary. We for one would have held the 
Norwegians disloyal to the best interests of our dear Lutheran 
Church if they had omitted to embody these matchless hymns and 
chorals in the hymn-book intended for their children using the 
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English tongue. We know that these old Lutheran hymns and tunes 
are not popular with the English-speaking people. But how can 
they be? Our English populace does not know them and therefore 
has them still to learn. And they can be learned by English people 
just as readily as they are learned by German or Norwegian folks. 
For the last ten years we are conducting a mission-school in the 
tenement district of St. Louis, and we invite everybody and any- 
body to convince himself if our Lutheran tunes cannot be learned 
by children of almost every nation under the sun! Again we can 
point to our negroes in our Colored Mission, who are originally 
neither German nor Norwegian, and who sing our Lutheran hymns 
with a vim as though they had learned them at their mother’s 
breast. We know it takes time and patience to teach our rising 
English-speaking generation these noble hymns, but the joy at hear- 
ing our English youths finally singing the grand old hymns of the 
Reformation and glorifying their God and Redeemer in them richly 
repays you for all the trouble. When we hear of a Lutheran pastor 
who studiously avoids giving out our historic hymns and chorals in 
public worship, we cannot help thinking that he is either very vain 
and chasing after cheap popularity, or that he is very ignorant con- 
cerning the nature of true church-music, or that he is reprehensibly 
indolent and shirks the labor of teaching these grand tunes to his 
people. We hold it to be one of the missionary duties of the Lu- 
theran Church in America to acquaint the American public not only 
with the saving doctrine of our Church, but also with its sacred 
hymnology. If we Lutherans fail to do this, if we prefer the light, 
emotional operatic tunes of the present day to the devout, edifying 
tunes of our fathers, and thus suffer our historic hymns with their 
chorals to be forgotten, we are depriving our own posterity of the 
sweetest choral music this side of heaven. Therefore: “Lutheran 
Tunes for Lutheran Congregational Singing “gf 
F.W. H., in Northwestern Lutheran.

Our Parallel of Latitude. 


Let us find a method of tracing a parallel of latitude through 
any given point. 

Many teachers tell the pupils if they face toward the north and 
raise the extended arms until they are horizontal, the right hand 
will point towards the east and the left hand will point toward the 
west. Let us see if this is true. 

Let us select a point in 40° north latitude for our point of 
observation. (Fig. 1.) 

If a boy stands with his face toward the north and extends 
the arms at right angles to the body and to the meridian also, 
his feet will point toward the center of the earth as indicated by 
the dotted line C D. Now, if a plane be passed through the boy’s 

feet and the earth’s center at right angles to the meridian and ex- 
tended indefinitely, the boy’s hands and head and also the center of 
the earth will be cut by that plane. The plane will also cut a point 
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40° south latitude diametrically opposite the boy’s feet. We may 
see from this that if the boy followed the direction indicated by 
his right hand, he would be on the equator when he had gone only , 
one quarter of the distance around the earth, having gone south 
40° instead of due east. 

A teacher may make this plain by using an orange to represent 
the earth and proceeding as follows: Stick a pin into the orange 
at the stem end and another pin at the point where the blossom 
dropped off. Let these two pins represent the poles of the earth. 
Now tie a thread tightly around the orange midway between the 
poles for an equator. Cut a piece of paper (as in Fig. 2), and draw 
two lines across the paper at right angles to each other (lines A B 
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Fig. 1. Fig. 2. 
and C D in the figure). Now stick a pin through the point of 
intersection of these two lines and into the orange at any convenient 


point between the equator and one of the poles. Turn the paper 
around until the line C D points toward the pole. 

Tie a thread around the orange at right angles to the line C D 
and slip it until it coincides with the line A B. This string will 
indicate the plane of the boy’s hands or the, arms of a guide-post, 
and will be found to cross the equator at two points one-fourth of 
the way around from the point of starting. If we use a guide-post 
on the surface of the earth, we have the same fault. The arms rep- 
resenting east and west will point too far toward the south in this 
hemisphere. We may readily remedy the fault, however, by tipping 
the post toward the equator through an angle just equal to the lati- 
tude of the place. This will make the arms indicate a line parallel 
to the equator, and consequently true east and west. 

Western Teacher. 
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Are Letters of Indulgence Still Issued by the 
Catholic Church? 


Sometimes teachers are confronted by people who are not con- 
versant with the history of the Catholic Church of to-day with the 
question, Are letters of indulgence still issued by the Catholic 
Church, or has this Church abolished this custom? Schoolchildren 
very often hear the assertion from the lips of adults that the 
Catholic Church of to-day is different from the Church against 
which Luther testified with the theses which he affixed to the 
door of the Castle Church at Wittenberg. It is claimed that 
letters of indulgence, such as John Tetzel sold shortly before the 
beginning of the Reformation, are no longer issued. But this is 
not true. The Catholic Church is the same that it was when from 
1545 to 1563 the Council of Trent laid down the doctrine of the 
Roman Church. No doctrine which was fixed by this Council has 
ever been revoked, and only two, the dogmas of the immaculate 
conception of Mary (1854) and of papal infallibility (1870), have 
been added. 

As a proof to the fact that the Catholic Church is still issuing 
letters of indulgence, the Lutheran Witness printed a facsimile of 
such a letter, which was sent out as a sealed and signed certificate 
by the Catholic Church Extension Society to all active and pay- 
ing members. It reads as follows: — 


Spiritual Favors for Members of the Society and Subscribers. 

The following spiritual favors have been granted to the mem- 
bers of the Catholic Church Extension Society of the United States 
of America, and those who assist its work by the late Holy Father, 
Pope Pius X. 

1. St. Philip Neri shall be the heavenly patron of the Society. 

2. A plenary indulgence to each member on the day of ad- 
mission, on the feasts of St. Philip Neri, St. Francis de Sales, 
St. Rose of Lima, the Holy Apostles, and at the hour of death. 

3. To every member of the Society an indulgence of seven 
years and seven quarantines for every good work done in the in- 
terests of the Society. 

4, An indulgence of three hundred days, as often as they 
piously recite the formula, “St. Philip, pray for us.” 

5. The above indulgences, plenary and partial, may be ap- 
plied to the souls in purgatory. 
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6. The priests who are moderators or directors of the Society 
may enjoy a privileged altar three times a week; founders and 
life members, six times a week. 

In addition to this, all the priests of the Society remember the 
intentions of members and subscribers in their daily mass. 

Those who help the Society share in the merits of all its 
missionary work, and the good works of the missionary priests 
we. assist. 

The Society has one thousand masses celebrated every year 
for the members and subscribers, which may be applied to the 
departed. 

There is an Annual High Mass for. all dead members and 
subscribers.

The reason for issuing the above letter of indulgence does 
not vary very much from the reason adduced by Leo X when order- 
ing the sale of indulgences in Germany, and appointing the un- 
scrupulous Archbishop of Mayence and Magdeburg general agent, 
who, in turn, made the impudent John Tetzel his subagent. Leo X 
was in need of money for various reasons, especially, according to 
his statement, for the completion of St. Peter’s Dome, the erection 
of which had been begun by its predecessor. 

In our days the Pope needs money to carry on the work of 
church extension. Since the war has undoubtedly cut off many 
resources, other ways and means must be found to fill the treasury, 
and one way of getting the necessary funds is to issue letters of 
indulgence promising forgiveness of sins for the work done as 
members of the Catholic Church Extension Society.

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Open Window Ventilation and Health. 


According to a paper read by Dr. S. Josephine Baker, director 
of the Bureau of Child Hygiene of the Department of Health, New 
York City, before the Sociological Section of the American Public 
Health Association at its October meeting last year in Washington, 
‘D.C., the benefits of open window ventilation as compared with 
mechanical ventilation were strikingly brought out. 

As a result of these studies, the details of which were set forth 
in the paper as read, it was shown that proper ventilation of class- 
rooms has a direct and material effect upon the health of school- 
children, especially pertaining to the respiratory diseases. 

The doctor opened the discussion of her subject by asserting 
that the relationship between the health of schoolchildren and the 
methods of ventilation in classrooms is a matter of sufficient im- 
portance to warrant the obtaining of exact statistical data upon 
which to base our opinions as to the value of either the open air 
or the mechanical type of ventilation. Further, that the value of 
fresh air in the prevention or in the treatment of certain types of 
infectious diseases has been recognized for many years. Attention 
is also called to the long standing controversy between the ad- 
vocates of these two types of ventilating systems and the lack of 
definite data bearing upon the subject, as an incentive for the 
studies made by the Bureau of Child Hygiene in cooperation with 
the New York State Commission on Ventilation. 

The Commission on Ventilation had full control of the selec- 
tion of classrooms with reference to the type of mechanical ven- 
tilation to be included, the preparation of forms for recording ob- 
servations relating to ventilation, supervision of all methods used 
in obtaining data concerning ventilation, and the final checking 
up and analysis of all such data. Two complete studies were made 
as follows. 

The first period of observation lasted from February 19, 1916, 
to April 8, 1916. These dates covered the time between the open- 
ing of the second school term and the advent of spring weather. 
The second study began in November, 1916, and ended in January, 
191%. During the time the studies were being made, 2,541 chil- 
dren were under observation for the first period and 2,992 for the 
‘second period, ranging in both periods from eight to eleven years 
of age; fifty-eight classrooms in the first period, seventy-six in the 
second period. The children included in the two studies were of 
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the same age, from the same localities, and of the same nation- 
alities, but an entirely different group was studied each time. 

In concluding her report Dr. Baker says: — 

“Tt was found, therefore, in this investigation, that children 
in classrooms with closed windows and ventilated by mechanical 
methods were more subject to respiratory diseases, severe enough 
to keep them*from school attendance, than were children who were 
in classrooms kept at the same or lower temperature and ventilated 
wholly by open windows. 

“In the closed window, mechanically ventilated type of class- 
room kept at a temperature of about 68° Fahrenheit, the rate of 
respiratory diseases occurring among pupils in attendance was 
ninety-eight per cent. higher than in the open window, naturally 
ventilated type of classroom, kept at the same temperature, and 
about seventy per cent. higher than in the open window, naturally 
ventilated type of classroom, kept at a temperature of about 50°. 

“Tt was also found: that the relative humidity of classrooms, 
whether ventilated by natural or mechanical means, was not a 
causative factor in the occurrence of respiratory illness among 
schoolchildren; that the occurrence of respiratory diseases among 
schoolchildren was not influenced by sex.”

The American Eagle. 


Young people often wonder how it happened that the Amer- 
ican eagle was taken as the emblem of the United States. The 
bird is really the bald eagle, and it first received the honor of be- 
coming our national bird in 1785, when it was displayed as the 
emblem of this new American republic. 

Many prominent men of the time did not approve of the 
choice. For example, Benjamin Harrison declared that the bald 
eagle was the most evil-disposed bird in the land, and that it did 
not earn an honest living, but secured its livelihood through vio- 
lence, deceit, and treachery. } 

Franklin’s criticism, while it delayed matters considerably, 
did not prevent the eagle from being chosen. Others considered 
that this bird was one of the greatest possible dignity, as well as 
beauty and bravery, and they especially desired it to be our na- 
tional bird or emblem because of its very strong attachment to its 
home and young. In this way they hoped to be able to make the 
colonies stand together, should anything come later to trouble 
them, or cause any one of them to falter. 

John J. Audubon gave this bird the name of the Washington 
eagle, because he claimed that it was like Washington in its bravery 
and the terror of its enemies in seeing it, and that just as Washing- 
‘ton’s: fame was mightiest among the men of his day, so was the 
fame of the eagle greatest among the feathered tribes. 

The ordinary name, “bald,” is not rightly given, inasmuch as 
the adult birds have their heads and necks covered with very white 
feathers. The bird, however, does seem bald because, when seen 
in the distance, the head and neck shine and look just as if there 
were no feathers covering them. — Exchange.

Care of Schoolbooks.— The per capita cost of schoolbooks 
for the pupils in the schools is not very large. It is great enough, 
however, to be a matter of interest to every parent. The cost of 
the books for the children in any home may frequently be reduced 
if the books are properly cared for. An examination of the school- 
books in any room of the schools will show that many pupils do 
not give the care to their books that they should. It will be found 
that leaves are torn, corners turned down, and binding broken. In 
most cases these defects have been brought about by use unneces- 
sarily careless and hard. It is probable that teachers, by giving 
more care to the subject, could bring about very great improve- 
ment in the care of schoolbooks. In many cases children have no 
knowledge of the way a book should be used. In other cases they 
have not been taught habits of neatness and cleanliness. It is cer- 
tainly proper for the teacher to give definite instruction along 
these lines, and to try to develop in every pupil a proper reverence 
for the books he uses. If school text-books are properly used, they 
should become very dear to the owner. Many men of middle life, 
who were careful enough in their youth to preserve their school- 
books now hold them as great treasures. The school should strive 
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to make it possible for the men and women forty or fifty years 
hence to have such treasures. It is not only economic to give 
proper care to schoolbooks, but it cultivates habits that are valuable 
and fixes sentiments that are most desirable.

An Immense Bible. — A giant Bible has been bound by the 
Oxford University Press for the Bible Crusade, of Horbury Hall, 
Notting Hill Gate, London, W. When standing on end, the volume 
is over five feet two inches high and nearly three feet six inches 
wide. The width of the back is ten inches, so that, when the book 
is opened flat, it measures about seven feet ten inches across. It 
is bound in rich red Levant morocco leather of the best quality, 
twelve large goat-skins having been used for the binding. The 
front cover is surrounded by the arms of the counties of England 
and Scotland inlaid in blue morocco leather, and decorated in gold, 
while on the back of the book are displayed the arms of the Welsh 
counties, similarly treated. In the center of the front cover is 
a panel of royal blue morocco leather, containing the royal arms, 
inlaid with the heraldic colors. — The book contains 175 sheets of 
stout paper boards, attached by means of linen hinges to strips 
of similar material, which form the back of the book. It is sewn 
with twine, in the old-fashioned way, round six stout hempen ropes 
(each rope containing seventy strands of hemp), much thicker than 
the ordinary clothes-line, and four of these ropes are laced into 
mill-boards, one-half inch thick, which form the foundation for 
the leather-covering. — In order to facilitate the handling of the 
book during the various processes of binding, it was found neces- 
sary to erect a wooden staging, from the cross beam: of which de- 
pended an iron chain and pulley-block, and by this means the posi- 
tion of the book was altered from time to time. Without the aid 
of the block and pulley the assistance of six men would have been 
necessary to manipulate the volume. No fewer than 4,476 copies 
of the smallest Oxford Bible could be contained within the compass 
of this huge book, but they might not have arrested so much atten- 
tion — such is the opinion and the purpose of the Bible Crusade — 
as this unique “edition.” — Selected.

A Unique Schoolhouse. — A schoolhouse on wheels is a novel 
idea. The school is held in a railway freight-car, especially fitted 
up, and is for the children of section-hands on the railroad. The 
school-car is moved from place to place as the work changes. All 
American schools fly the national flag, and the flag is to be seen 
floating from the top of the freight-car school just above the door 
(which is reached by means of a short ladder). The education of 
the coming generation is now considered a national asset. — Exch. 

Education Transforming the Indian.— The total Indian 
population of the United States and Alaska, including those en- 
tirely and partly of that race, is a trifle less than 300,000, accord- 
ing to reports recently made by the Census Bureau. This shows 
that the number is not only not decreasing, but that it is increas- 
ing, and it is interesting to note that more than fifty per cent. are 
of unmixed Indian descent. — There has been a great transforma- 
tion in the Indian population during the last few years. The 
fighting Indian of recent decades has given place to the Indian 
farmer, banker, business man, and tradesman. There is little to 
distinguish thousands of them from their Caucasian neighbors ex- 
cept their complexion and features. In bringing about this change, 
the Carlisle Indian School has had a very great part, and it must 
be accorded the distinction of being one of the most useful educa- 
tional institutions in the United States.
